The first native son of Bassano to 
join the R. AF. was Ellis Angell, son 
of Mr, and Mrs, H. G Anglell, torm- 
erly of Bassano and now of England. 
In 1935 Mr. and Mrs, angell moved to 
the Old Country after Mr. Angell had 
finished many years of service with 
the C. P. R., D. N. R., as superintendent 
of Bassano headquarters Shortly at- 
ter the arrival in England of the An- 
gell family, Ellis, the eldest boy, join 
ed the R. A, F., and although a great 
deal is not known of the progress he 
has made, it is understood he has 
made remarkable progress, and is 
now an officer of rank and is classed 
as an expert in the department in 
which he is serving. It was learn- 
ed just recently that Peter, the young 
eg boy, has joined the force as a 
mechanical student. Bilis is best re- 
membered in Bassano through his 
career as a hockey player. For sev- 
eral years he starred on the defence 
of the local hockey clubs, while his 
younger brother, Peter, gained con- 
siderable recognition as g student of 
music, mastering several degrees in 
pianoforte.

They all 
landed safely, Gayford on frozen 
ground, the others in trees, In land-

Unlike Roy, the next young man to 
leave was Bob Harper, a full-fledged 
pilot, who boarded the train here, 
with a one-way ticket for England in 
his pocket, He was accompanied by 
George Stiles, Bob had his first 
plane ride at the age of seven, a 
present from his grandfather in an 
old barnstorming plane while the fam- 
ily ilved in Saskatchewan. 

Bob is the son of Mr, and Mrs. H. 
W. Harper of Bassano, Born in Scott, 
Sask., he came to town with his par- 
ents in 1933. His ambitions to be- 
come a pilot were realized when his 
grandmother presented him with a 
flying coure at the Calgary Aero Club, 
He later had the honor of taking his 
grandmother up for a ride. His 
grandmother, Mrs, M. Hutchinson, wh’ 
lives with the family, was not the 
least bit afraid, “because”, she said, | 
“T had confidence in him.” 

Leaving Bassano in May, 1938, 
Bob's hopes were realized when he 
was accepted in the R.A.F, in July. In 
the midst of his senior course in nav- 
agation when war broke out he was 
put on patrol duty over the North Sea, 
Like Roy, Harper has been very re- 
luctant to divulge but little informa- 
tion regarding his work, 

Early in December while on patrol 
he was at the controls, when far be- 
low on the surface of the sea à Ger- 
man submarine was sighted. Going in- 
tt a power dive, a cargo of bombs 
were released, one of them striking 
the sub just forward of the conning 
tower, sinking it almost immediately.
